JVIan  is  reaching  into  the  universe.  It  is  the  dawn  of  a  new 
era  which  has  been  termed  the  Golden,  the  Dynamic,  the  Soar- 
ing Sixties. 

The  Sixties  promise  answers  to  some  of  man's  most  puz- 
zling questions.  But  they  also  present  a  new  series  of  questions. 
Now  that  man  has  the  capacity  to  destroy  the  world,  can  he 
prevent  war?  Can  he  meet  the  social  crises  which  ferment 
among  the  races  of  the  world? 

Clearly,  in  this  decade  of  the  Soaring  Sixties,  man  is  faced 
with  important  and  difficult  decisions.  He  must  make  them 
wisely  and  deliberately  for,  as  never  before  in  history,  they 
will  decide  the  fate  of  the  human  race. 

Who  will  make  these  decisions  of  the  future?  They  should 
be  men  who  are  firmly  founded  in  sound  philosophic  ideals 
and  spiritual  principles,  men  who  are  endowed  with  the 
strength  of  the  new  ideas  which  are  born  of  research.  They 
should  be  men  who  provide  leadership  for  the  organized 
effort  needed  to  meet  the  problems  of  the  decade.  They 
should  be  men  who  strive  to  apply  the  world  of  ideal  to  the 
world  of  reality. 

Men  such  as  these  must  be  found  not  only  in  the  scientific 
ranks  and  in  the  political  and  diplomatic  fields  but  also  among 
the  intelligent  public. 

The  education  of  such  men  is  the  aim  of  Marquette. 


DEDICATION 


In  1914  four  young  men  were  the  first  recipients  of  Marquette  bachelor  degrees 
in  journalism.  One  of  them  was  Jeremiah  L.  O'Sullivan,  who  in  later  years  was 
to  return  to  Marquette  as  Dean  of  the  college  of  journalism. 

Dean  O'Sullivan  was  born  in  Hutchinson,  Kansas,  in  1894.  He  was  educated 
at  St.  Benedict's  college,  Atchinson,  Kansas,  and  Marquette  University. 

After  graduation  he  became  a  reporter  and  later  city  editor  of  the  Milwaukee 
Sentinel.  He  left  the  Sentinel  in  1916  and  joined  the  United  Press  wire  service. 
During  his  eight  years  with  United  Press,  the  Dean  worked  as  division  chief  of  its 
Kansas  City  and  New  York  City  bureaus.  One  of  his  functions  during  his  days  as 
division  chief  was  to  hire  and  train  beginning  journalists.  It  was  through  this  ex- 
perience that  the  Dean  developed  a  growing  desire  to  teach. 

In  1924,  he  offered  United  Press  a  terse  resignation:  "Hours  too  long.  Wages 
too  low.  Life  too  short."  Shortly  thereafter,  he  joined  the  Marquette  journalism 
faculty  and  in  1928  he  was  named  Dean  of  the  college. 

When  Dean  O'Sullivan  took  charge  of  Marquette's  journalism  college  he 
began  to  implement  his  bywords  as  a  professor:  Truth,  Competence,  Compassion. 

With  a  booming  voice  and  abundant  good  nature,  the  Dean  introduced  stu- 
dents to  the  principles  of  truth  and  to  the  skills  which  lead  to  competence.  There 
was  even  a  course  in  compassion.  The  Dean  provided  that  important  lesson  by 
his  own  good  example.  Many  former  students,  now  eminent  in  the  field  of  jour- 
nalism, can  recall  how  they  were  helped  through  the  difficulties  of  their  under- 
graduate years  by  an  encouraging  word  and  a  few  dollars  for  book  fees  from  the 
Dean's  own  pocket. 

In  nearly  four  decades  as  an  educator.  Dean  O'Sullivan  has  maintained  his 
firm  belief  in  the  importance  of  journalism  education  to  democratic  society. 

"We  are  not  going  to  have  a  good  press  in  this  country  without  good  schools 
of  journalism,"  he  has  said,  "and  if  we  don't  have  a  good  press,  then  society,  as 
we  know  it,  is  going  to  end." 

The  Catholic  press  has  always  been  a  special  interest  to  the  Dean.  He  has 
worked  for  its  improvement,  often  pointing  to  its  deficiencies. 

He  has  reached  numerous  Catholic  students  and  educators  through  the 
Catholic  School  Press  Association  which  he  organized  in  1931.  He  continues  to 
direct  its  work  from  headquarters  at  Marquette.  Dean  O'Sullivan  also  organized 
the  institute  of  the  Catholic  Press  in  1948  as  a  research  division  of  the  college 
of  journalism. 

In  his  37  years  of  service  to  Marquette,  Dean  O'Sullivan  has  merited  the 
acclaim  of  the  Catholic  and  secular  press  alike.  He  has  served  as  president  of 
the  International  Union  of  Catholic  journalists  and  of  the  American  Association 
of  Schools  and  Departments  of  journalism.  He  was  selected  to  gather  exhibits  for 
the  World  Congress  of  the  Catholic  press  at  Vatican  City  in  1937  and  in  1938 
was  awarded  a  Papal  medal  for  his  Catholic  press  work. 

A  cursory  survey  of  the  accomplishments  which  merited  these  distinctions 
shows  that  Dean  O'Sullivan  has  been  alert  in  initiating  and  in  adopting  improved 
methods  of  journalism  instruction. 

Thus,  in  this  year  marking  the  50th  anniversary  of  journalism  instruction 
at  Marquette,  we  respectfully  dedicate  the  1961  Hilltop  to  Jeremiah  L.  O'Sullivan, 
a  dean  of  American  journalism  education,  an  inspiring  example  to  his  students, 
an  apostle  of  the  Catholic  press,  and  a  man  of  distinction  within  his  profession. 
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CLEARLY  defined  plan  for  the  decade  of 
the  Soaring  Sixties  was  adopted  by  Mar- 
quette University  in  November,  1960.  This 
is  the  Marquette  Plan  which  calls  for  $45,- 
000,000  within  the  next  ten  years,  a  plan 
that  will  further  Marquette's  commitment  to 
intellectual  and  moral  excellence. 

Two  facets  of  the  plan  are  faculty  en- 
richment and  research.  Both  will  play  a 
major  role  in  determining  the  quality  of  edu- 
cation in  the  Soaring  Sixties. 

The  faculty  forms  the  core  of  a  college 
or  university.  They  are  the  ones  who  set  the 
criteria  of  excellence  for  the  school,  not  the 
campus  facilities,  nor  the  athletic  teams. 
They  are  the  ones  who  direct  the  education 
of  the  whole  man,  who  give  life  to  the  text- 
books, who  advance  as  well  as  communi- 
cate knowledge. 

Marquette  recognizes  that  the  quality  of 
its  faculty  ultimately  determines  the  excel- 
lence it  can  achieve  in  the  next  decade.  Dur- 
ing the  next  ten  years,  Marquette  must  re- 
tain its  present  educators  and  attract  young 
talent  to  the  faculty.  The  Marquette  Plan 
calls  for  $3,000,000  in  the  next  five  years 
to  further  this  aim. 

Research  is  one  of  the  most  important 
activities  of  a  college  or  university.  It  is  one 
which  is  constantly  encouraged,  as  much  on 
the  part  of  the  undergraduate  and  graduate 
student  as  on  the  part  of  the  faculty.  Every 
university  strives  to  create  an  atmosphere 
of  research. 

Marquette  is  no  exception.  The  Mar- 
quette Plan  calls  for  $10,000,000  to  be 
used  in  research  programs  and  projects  dur- 
ing the  next  decade.  The  university  now 
receives  about  $1,000,000  each  year  from 
various  government  and  foundation  grants 
in  support  of  its  program  of  faculty  re- 
search. 

If  Marquette  is  able  to  carry  out  these 
facets  of  the  Plan  during  the  Soaring  Sixties, 
education  will  also  soar. 

Henry  Steele  Commager,  historian, 
voiced  Marquette's  hopes  this  way:  "If  we 
plan  wisely  now,  education  may  become  the 
chief  preoccupation  of  our  society.  It  is  hard 
to  think  of  a  better  one."

In  a  recent  interview,  Fr.  Lawrence  W.  Friedrich,  S.J., 
Graduate  school  dean,  said,  "Graduate  work  provides  a 
much  deeper  understanding  of  the  facts  in  a  field  of  study, 
a  real  introduction  into  high  level  scholarly  work,  and 
training  in  the  techniques  needed  to  make  new  contribu- 
tions to  the  fund  of  knowledge." 

Accordingly,  the  Graduate  school  supports  research 
projects  throughout  the  university.  This  year  approximate- 
ly $10,000  was  given  by  the  Graduate  school  to  people 
beginning  in  the  research  field.  Projects  are  as  varied  as 
the  branches  of  knowledge.  A  research  project  in  the  psy- 
chology department  studied  the  effects  of  music  on  the 
emotions.  A  chenistry  department  project  studied  boron 
hydrides. 

Government  agencies  and  private  corporations  have 
been  responsible  for  more  than  $  1 ,000,000  in  grants  to 
the  Graduate  school.  In  March,  the  National  Science  foun- 
dation gave  the  school  approximately  $3,000  to  support 
scientific  research.

Business  Administration 


Milwaukee  was  chosen  as  the  site  for  several  research  studies 
within  the  College  of  Business  Administration  because  it  is  a  "typi- 
cal" city.  The  Eliot  Fitch  foundation  awarded  the  school  $10,000 
to  study  industrial  location  factors  in  Milwaukee.  An  $8,500 
grant  from  the  Domestic  Engineering  corporation  was  used  in  a 
study  of  local  institutions  concerned  with  housing  and  feeding 
facilities. 

The  Metropolitan  Study  commission  gave  the  college  $5,500 
for  a  study  of  industrial  growth  and  the  anticipated  economic  gap 
between  receipts  and  expenditures  of  local  government.  State  and 
local  financial  relationships  as  to  shared  taxes  and  aids  were 
studied. 
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School  of  Dentistry 


Dentistry 


A  $30,000  grant  by  the  United  States 
Public  Healthi  service  in  January,  1961, 
was  made  in  support  of  dental  research. 
Specifically,  the  grant  called  for  an  inves- 
tigation of  the  antigenic  composition  of 
saliva.  The  same  firm  also  awarded  re- 
search fellowships  to  a  group  of  dental 
students.  These  fellowships  give  dental 
students  an  opportunity  to  explore  the  re- 
search fields  under  the  guidance  of  re- 
search workers. 

A  four  year  experimental  program  in 
dental  education  was  inaugurated  in  1959. 
This  was  made  possible  through  a 
$80,000  grant  from  the  United  States  Pub- 
lic Health  service.

In  September,  1960,  the  National  Science 
foundation  awarded  the  department  of  electrical 
engineering  $21,500  for  a  two-year  program  of 
research.  The  research  topic  was  the  interaction 
of  strong  electric  fields  and  fluids  in  motion. 

At  the  same  time,  the  department  of  mechani- 
cal engineering  was  given  $15,300  for  an  eighteen- 
month  program  of  study  on  the  stress  distribution 
of  various  plastic  materials. 

A  local  industrial  firm  made  a  $5,000  grant 
last  year  in  support  of  a  research  project  in  engi- 
neering. The  grant  was  to  provide  salary  and  tui- 
tion for  a  graduate  assistant  assigned  to  the  proj- 
ect.

Copus  Hall,  College  of  Journalism 
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A  $10,000  Andrew  Hamilton  award  by  an  anonymous  donor 
in  1959  made  possible  an  annual  eight-week  tutorial  program  for  a 
journalism  faculty  member  and  a  senior  student. 

The  senior,  selected  by  the  faculty  for  his  demonstrated  scho- 
lastic ability  and  promise  of  leadership,  does  research  in  a  journal- 
istic field  of  his  choice  under  the  guidance  of  a  faculty  member. 

The  Lucius  Nieman  Chair  of  Journalism,  a  permanent  profes- 
sorship, was  established  at  Marquette  in  June,  1960.  The  Chair  was 
made  possible  under  a  $300,000  bequest.  Its  purpose  is  to  assist 
Marquette  in  maintaining  an  outstanding  journalism  teaching  pro- 
gram. 


Journalism 
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Law 


Law  Review  publications  constitute  the  sole 
outlet  for  legal  research  in  the  country.  In  accord- 
ance with  this  idea,  the  Marquette  Law  Review 
has  as  its  primary  purpose  the  publication  of  ar- 
ticles representing  legal  study.  The  Review  pre- 
sents the  writing  of  students,  faculty  members  and 
professional  lawyers. 

The  Dean's  advisory  council  is  composed  of  a 
group  of  outstanding  seniors  who  meet  regularly 
with  Dean  Seitz  to  discuss  problems  within  the 
school.  In  this  way,  a  close  rapport  is  established 
between  the  Law  school  faculty  and  the  students.

Liberal  Arts 


The  majority  of  grants  made  to  the  College  of 
Liberal  Arts  are  for  research  in  the  field  of  sci- 
ence. The  departments  of  chemistry,  physics  and 
biology  receive  numerous  grants  each  year.  Re- 
search subjects  have  included  embryonic  develop- 
ment, electron  microscopy,  ocean  fish  and  the  im- 
munological factors  of  cancer. 

The  psychology  department  has  also  received 
several  grants.  The  most  recent  one  was  a  $5,700 
award  from  the  National  Science  foundation  for 
basic  research  on  the  effects  of  muscular  tension 
on  human  learning. 

Several  direct  grants  have  been  made  to  Mar- 
quette which  could  be  applied  toward  operating 
costs,  research,  libraries,  salaries  or  buildings. 
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School  of  Medicine 


Medicine  ' 


Grants  for  research  and  training  in  medicine 
totaled  over  a  half  million  dollars  during  the  first 
half  of  this  school  year.  Included  in  this  amount 
were  grants  for  senior  research  fellowships  as  well 
as  those  for  graduate  and  faculty  research. 

Nearly  all  of  the  grants  were  for  specific  fields 
of  study.  Heart,  circulation,  physiology,  cancer 
and  preclinical  science  were  the  subjects  of  recent 
awards  from  civil  and  private  agencies  such  as  the 
American  Heart  association,  the  United  States 
Public  Health  Service  and  the  American  Cancer 
society. 

A  $350,000  endowment  established  a  full-time 
Chair  of  Medicine  at  Marquette  in  1957.  The  pur- 
pose of  the  Chair  is  to  maintain  Marquette's  out- 
standing medical  teaching  program  and  to  improve 
patient  care  and  clinical  research.

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The  United  States  Public  Health  service  gave 
a  grant  of  $118,000  earlier  this  year  to  provide 
scholarships  for  professional  nurse  trainees.  Can- 
didates for  these  scholarships  were  regular  profes- 
sional nurses  who  were  seeking  advanced  prepa- 
ration in  public  health  nursing  or  in  teaching. 

A  second  grant  was  made  by  this  same  firm  for 
$15,000.  Its  purpose  was  to  explore  means  to  inte- 
grate mental  health  concepts  throughout  the  cur- 
riculum. Thus  far,  the  research  under  this  grant 
has  been  done  by  psychiatry  specialists.

The  Speech  school,  while  not  the  recipient  of 
any  direct  grants,  has  nevertheless  initiated  a 
modified  program  of  research.  Closed  circuit  tele- 
vision teaching  has  been  experimented  with  in  the 
past  year.  The  results  of  the  experimentation  will 
be  published  and  made  available  to  the  university. 

Evaluation  of  a  therapy  program  for  stuttering 
defects  was  conducted  by  one  of  the  speech  pro- 
fessors. He  intends  to  incorporate  the  results  of 
the  program  into  a  book. 

The  Speech  school  also  conducted  a  program 
whereby  it  investigated  itself.  A  staff  committee 
under  the  direction  of  a  Speech  professor  studied 
the  grading  habits  of  instructors  in  the  basic  speech 
courses.

The  Marquette  unit  of  NROTC  was  established 
in  1940.  Naval  cadets  can  attend  school  under  one 
of  two  programs — either  as  a  midshipman  in  the 
Naval  reserve  or  as  a  contract  student. 

The  Navy  pays  for  the  tuition,  fees,  books  and 
laboratory  expenses  of  a  midshipman  for  four 
years.  In  addition,  a  midshipman  receives  a  retainer 
pay  of  $600  per  year. 

Contract  students  do  not  receive  these  benefits 
but  do  receive  about  $30  per  month  for  their  junior 
and  senior  years. 

Practice  cruises  are  held  each  summer.  Upon 
graduation,  students  are  commissioned  either  in 
the  United  States  Navy  or  the  Marine  Corps.

AROTC  was  established  at  Marquette  In  1951. 
The  course  of  study  is  divided  into  two-year  peri- 
ods of  basic  and  advanced  training. 

Students  in  basic  training  attend  classes  three 
hours  per  week  and  are  granted  two  hours  of  aca- 
demic credit  per  semester. 

Those  students  selected  for  advanced  training 
attend  classes  five  hours  a  week  and  receive  three 
hours  of  credit  a  semester. 

Upon  completion  of  the  advanced  course  which 
includes  a  six  week  summer  camp  session  between 
the  junior  and  senior  year,  a  cadet  can  be  com- 
missioned as  a  member  either  of  the  regular  army 
or  the  reserve  component.

More  than  250  credit  and  non-credit  evening 
courses,  and  over  350  summer  school  credit 
courses,  plus  scores  of  institutes,  workshops,  con- 
ferences and  individual  lectures  during  both  the 
regular  school  year  and  the  summer  are  offered  in 
the  adult  education  program. 

Brother  Leo  V.  Ryan,  C.S.V. ,  has  been  di- 
rector of  the  Division  of  Continuing  Education 
and  Summer  Sessions  since  1959  when  it  was  es- 
tablished. 

Brother  Ryan  believes  that  a  university's  adult 
education  program  should  be  strongly  weighted 
on  the  side  of  the  humanities. 

"A  continuing  education  program,"  he  said, 
"ought  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  the  serious, 
mature  adult  to  broaden  the  horizons  of  his  learn- 
ing, to  enrich  the  background  he  already  has — 
frequently  it  is  a  professional  or  quasi-professional 
background — and  to  deepen  his  knowledge  in  the 
liberal  arts." 

Among  the  services  that  adult  education  at 
Marquette  embraces  are  refresher  non-credit 
courses  offered  in  the  professional  schools,  non- 
credit  courses  in  general  education,  evening  credit 
courses,  area  studies  programs,  the  reading  center 
and  clinic,  international  and  national  study  tour 
programs  and  individual  lectures  and  conferences. 

Non-credit  studies  are  offered  in  an  almost 
infinite  variety  of  both  subject  matter  and  format. 
This  year  a  number  of  special  lecture  programs 
were  included.  "Christian  Thought  and  the  Mod- 
ern World"  brought  six  lectures  on  subjects  such 
as  psychiatry,  liturgy.  Scriptures,  evolution  and 
religious  symbolism  as  these  are  related  to  the 
realities  of  the  contemporary  world.  "Politics 
1960"  presented  University  political  scientists  and 
national  political  figures  in  an  eight-week  discus- 
sion of  the  1960  Presidential  campaign. 
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Alumni 


The  Marquette  Alumni  Association  includes 
all  graduates  and  former  students  of  the  university 
who  have  completed  at  least  one  year  of  college 
work.  Its  activities  include  class  reunions,  clinics, 
dinners,  luncheons  and  homecoming. 

"The  main  idea  of  the  Alumni  association  is 
to  keep  graduates  interested  in  their  alma  mater 
and  aid  them  in  living  their  lives,"  according  to 
Ray  Pfau,  director  of  alumni  relations. 

"We  manage  to  keep  in  touch  with  most  of 
our  alumni,"  Pfau  said.  "We  have  two  main  chan- 
nels of  contact.  One  is  the  great  abundance  of 
alumni  clubs  in  cities  around  the  United  States 
and  in  foreign  countries." 

"Our  other  channel  of  contact  is  through  the 
publications  of  the  Alumni  office,"  said  Pfau.  "We 
send  out  an  alumni  newsletter  or  a  magazine  every 
month." 

Alumni  groups  have  been  organized  in  ap- 
proximately 40  communities  throughout  the  coun- 
try as  well  as  in  Puerto  Rico  and  Hawaii.  Most 
of  these  groups  have  at  least  one  meeting  a  year. 

There  are  over  33,000  members  in  the  asso- 
ciation.

1  HE  TOOLS  of  destruction  have  been  sharpened.  In  the  future  it  is 
conceivable  that  one  man  might  push  one  button  and  set  off  a  chain 
reaction  holocaust,  ending  civilization. 

As  genecide  becomes  simpler,  the  problems  of  peacemaking  be- 
come more  complex.  Diplomatic  negotiations  at  the  international  level 
require  groups  of  intelligent,  informed  men  who,  if  they  are  to  be  suc- 
cessful, must  crack  the  barriers  of  conflicting  ideologies  and  interests. 
The  future  of  human  society  depends  upon  the  effectiveness  of  these 
groups. 

The  diplomatic  corps  performs  international  good;  however,  there 
is  also  need  for  organizations  which  perform  national  good. 

The  many  branches  of  government  at  all  levels  must  be  made  more 
effective  in  the  future.  Watchdog  groups  such  as  medical  and  legal 
organizations  must  continue  to  define  ethics  within  their  professions. 
Religious  groups  are  and  will  be  needed  to  remind  men  of  the  pur- 
pose of  man's  existence  and  his  need  to  rule  humanely  if  he  is  to  pre- 
serve a  society  worth  preserving.

It  is  further  hoped  that  they  will 
become  leaders  in  their  communities  and  more  effective  citizens  of  both 
their  co.nmunity  and  their  country — the  kind  of  men  needed  in  the 
crucial  future,  the  turbulent,  dynamic  Sixties.

Demand  is  great  for  physicists,  chemists,  mathematicians  and 
other  technicians  of  the  space  age.  Dentists,  doctors,  lawyers, 
nurses  and  teachers  continue  to  be  sought,  with  schools  unable 
to  graduate  as  many  replacements  as  are  needed. 

There  is  also  an  increasing  demand  for  engineers.  Further, 
there  are  many  openings  for  college-trained  accountants. 

Job  recruiters  are  concentrating  on  quality,  searching  for 
the  students  with  the  best  grades.  Clearly,  the  value  of  college 
education  has  not  depreciated.  Indeed,  it  is  more  precious  than 
ever  before  and,  from  all  indications,  a  degree  will  increase  in 
value  as  the  Sixties  continue  to  soar. 

But  along  with  specialization,  job  recruiters  are  seeking  those 
with  the  broad  background  of  a  liberal  education  which  cultivates 
the  thoughtful,  informed  man  upon  whom  a  democratic  culture 
depends  so  much. 

This  liberally  educated  man  has  come  to  be  the  symbol  of 
Western  society,  for  he  is  the  symbol  of  freedom. 

Thus,  despite  pressure  from  all  other  interests,  the  colleges 
and  universities  of  the  country  must  find  time  and  space  to  con- 
tinue to  produce  this  man. 

The  Soaring  Sixties  present  distressing  problems.  More  than 
ever  before,  the  solution  of  these  problems  demands  a  grasp  of 
man's  nature  and  his  world.

1  HE  Russian  writer  Dostoievsky  once  mused  that  tiie  man  of 
the  future,  living  in  a  scientifically  advanced  civilization  and 
blessed  with  the  wisdom  of  the  ages,  would  still  exe.cise  his  "right 
to  be  unreasonable." 

He  reasoned:  "Men  are  still  men  and  not  the  keys  of  a  piano." 

In  his  argument  for  free  will,  Dostoievsky  hit  upon  the  hu- 
man factor  which  complicates  man's  existence  in  a  populous 
world.  Men  are  decidedly  not  piano  keys  which  strike  a  pe.'fect 
chord  under  the  masterful  influence  of  reason.  They  are  complex 
individuals  with  diff'ering  sensitivities  and  backgrounds.  Only  in 
our  dealings  with  human  beings  can  it  be  said  that  reason  must 
be  applied  with  reason.  Coming  to  terms  with  men  is  not  a  matter 
of  applying  an  equation. 

As  science  makes  the  world  smaller  and  people  make  it  more 
populous,  the  need  for  more  understanding  in  human  relations 
will  consequently  become  greater.  In  short,  men  will  have  to  get 
along  together. 

Cultivating  healthy,  rewarding,  human  relationships  is  not  a 
thing  to  be  learned  from  a  university  textbook.  It  is  a  lesson  each 
man  must  learn  for  himself  through  his  association  in  varied  ac- 
tivities with  his  fellow  men. 

Marquette  University  offers  numerous  opportunities  for  cul- 
tivating close  personal  relationships  through  a  prog  am  which  in- 
cludes religious,  cultural  and  social  activities.  Through  this  activi- 
ties program  students  can  unite  the  world  of  books  and  ideas  with 
the  world  of  people  and  events.  That  union  may  aid  them  to  be 
more  understanding  of  their  fellow  men,  a  valuable  talent  in  a 
populous  and  problematic  future.

Four  years  of  fun,  frustration  and  just  plain  hard  work 
are  capped  for  Marquette's  seniors  by  baccalaureate  and 
coinmencement  ceremonies. 

For  the  graduate  it  is  both  an  inspiring  and  a  frighten- 
ing experience.  The  Arena  is  crowded  on  that  Sunday  with 
1,200  seniors  and  thousands  of  parents,  relatives  and  friends. 
The  addresses  are  inspiring,  the  long  procession  of  graduates 
impressive,  congratulations  from  a  dean  and  the  University 
president  personally  satisfying. 

As  friends  and  classmates  file  slowly  across  the  stage, 
the  graduate  wonders  at  the  size  of  his  University.  His  own 
small  circle  of  friends  seems  lost  in  the  flow.  His  own  ac- 
complishments often  seem  small  in  the  rush  of  honor  stu- 
dents and  class  leaders. 

Each  college  sends  forth  its  students  and  in  each  group 
is  drama,  pathos,  courage,  disappointment.  Here  is  a  blind 
student,  graduating  with  honors  after  four  years  of  intermin- 
able toil.  Here  is  an  engineering  graduate  accepting  his  dip- 
loma while  a  wife  and  two  small  children  beam  from  the 
Arena  circle.  Here  is  an  athlete,  a  scholar.  Here  are  the  men 
and  women  of  the  class  of  1961  who  will  represent  Mar- 
quette to  the  world. 


But  perhaps  the  most  meaningful  part  of  the  day  is  the 
silent  adoration  and  looks  of  pride  on  the  faces  of  thousands 
of  parents.  They  have  waited  long,  worked  hard  and  sacri- 
ficed much  to  witness  this  day.  That  son  or  daughter  in  the 
blue  cap  and  gown  might  represent  a  new  car  they  did  not 
get  or  a  vacation  they  did  not  take.  But  the  look  of  happiness 
in  his  or  her  eyes  makes  it  all  worthwhile. 

For  the  graduate,  it  is  a  moment  of  prayerful  thanks  .  .  . 
thanks  for  parents  who  have  made  it  possible,  thanks  to  a 
God  who  kept  providing  courage  when  things  got  rough, 
thanks  to  classmates,  friends,  teachers. 

The  speeches  have  ended,  the  racks  filled  with  diplomas 
have  been  emptied,  a  final  prayer  and  best  wishes  have  been 
offered.  The  crowd  surges  to  its  feet  and  listens  as  this  new- 
est group  of  alumni  intones  "Hail,  Alma  Mater.""  The  pro- 
cession files  out  with  a  quick  look  back  at  the  now  deserted 
stage  and  the  banner.  ""Marquette:  A  Commitment  to  Moral 
and  Intellectual  Excellence."" 

Marquette's  stage  in  the  education  of  her  graduate  has 
ended.  She  offers  a  prayer  that  her  sons  and  daughters  will 
use  the  principles  she  has  sought  to  inculcate  in  them.  She 
hopes  fervently  that  they  will  remain  committed  to  excellence.

SCIENTISTS  periodically  take  time  away 
from  their  test  tubes  to  write  scathing  ar- 
ticles for  popular  magazines  about  the  need 
for  physical  exercise  among  Americans. 

"Americans,"  they  say,  "are  people  con- 
tent to  sit  and  watch  someone  else  build  up 
a  sweat." 

These  scientists  maintain  that  as  Ameri- 
cans are  propelled  farther  into  their  mech- 
anical push  button  future,  they  will  have 
proportionately  less  physical  exercise. 

A  nationwide  lack  of  physical  fitness 
can  become  a  formidable  problem.  History 
shows  that  nations  must  keep  physically  as 
well  as  technically  strong  if  they  are  to  sur- 
vive the  rigors  of  war  and  other  catas- 
trophies. 

Former  President  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower 
recognized  this  danger.  He  often  suggested 
that  Americans  forsake  their  automobiles, 
at  least  occasionally,  for  bicycles.  He  further 
proposed  that  bicycle  paths  be  built  along 
federal  highways.  He  engaged  in  many  forms 
of  physical  exercise,  thus  shattering  the 
myth  that  a  politician's  only  form  of  exer- 
cise is  handshaking. 

Marquette,  like  other  major  educational 
institutions,  tries  to  instill  a  healthy  sports 
interest  in  students  through  its  intercollegi- 
ate athletic  program.  Marquette  basketball, 
tennis,  golf,  cross  country  and  wrestling 
teams  compete  for  honors  with  many  other 
colleges  and  universities,  representing  all 
sections  of  the  country.  These  intercollegi- 
ate matches  serve  to  build  a  strong  student 
enthusiasm  for  sports,  as  well  as  to  engender 
student  loyalty  and  support  for  Marquette 
in  all  its  undertakings. 

An  equally  important  facet  of  university 
athletics  is  the  intramural  sports  program 
in  which  hundreds  of  students  actively  par- 
ticipate in  such  sports  as  basketball,  track, 
boxing,  fencing,  golf,  handball  and  swim- 
ming. 

The  aim  of  the  athletic  program  is  to 
provide  healthy  bodies  to  accompany  the 
sound  minds  which  future  Americans  will 
need  as  citizens  and  leaders  of  a  world 
power. 

It  is  hoped,  through  the  program,  that 
students  will  carry  an  enthusiasm  for  sports 
and  a  recognition  of  the  value  of  physical 
exercise  with  them  into  the  promising,  tur- 
bulent, pushbutton  future  of  America.

The  Athletic  Board,  governing  body  of  all- 
University  athletic  events,  meets  regularly  to  dis- 
cuss current  issues  in  the  field  of  athletics  and 
to  help  formulate  the  University's  athletic  policy. 

The  Rev.  John  G.  Holbrook,  S.J.,  is  chair- 
man of  the  board.  Other  members  include  faculty 
representatives  George  H.  Zimny,  John  F.  Lynch 
and  John  L.  Mahar;  alumni  members  James  J. 
Bonifas,  Robert  McGinn  and  Dr.  Raymond  Kuf- 
fel;  and  student  representative,  Leo  Zoeller. 


Today  Marquette  stadium  stands  vacant.  For  the  first  time  in  68  years  no  foot- 
ball team  will  represent  the  Hilltop.  All  that  remain  are  memories. 

To  a  man  like  Frank  Murray,  perhaps  Marquette's  greatest  football  coach, 
satisfying  memories  come  back.  In  Murray's  first  year.  1922,  the  Hilltoppers  won 
eight  and  tied  one  while  scoring  213  points  and  limiting  the  opposition  to  three 
points. 

Murray  had  many  other  good  years  at  the  helm.  In  1923,  Joseph  "Red"  Dunn 
went  back  into  a  game  against  Boston  College  with  a  broken  arm.  kicked  the  extra 
point  and  gave  Marquette  a  7-6  victory.  The  Hilltoppers  were  undefeated  that  year. 

Murray  and  many  others  will  never  forget  the  1936  team  that  went  to  the 
Cotton  Bowl.  Marquette  put  up  a  good  fight  in  the  Bowl  but  Texas  Christian  had 
a  fellow  named  Sammy  Baugh  at  quarterback  that  year  and  they  won,  16-6. 

Johnny  Sisk,  the  Guepe  brothers.  Art  and  Al,  Gene  Ronzani  and  Jimmy  Rich- 
ardson have  fond  memories  of  Marquette  football.  They  were  all  star  players  at 
one  time  or  another  in  the  Marquette  football  drama.  Sisk  went  on  to  star  for  the 
Chicago  Bears.  Art  Guepe,  Ronzani  and  Richardson  are  all  successful  coaches. 
Wisconsin,  Navy  and  Notre  Dame  remember  Marquette.  Wisconsin  had  things 
pretty  much  their  own  way  in  the  series.  Navy  remembers  the  21-3  defeat  by  Mar- 
quette's "Golden  Avalanche"  in  1924.  Notre  Dame  was  tied  three  years  in  a  row 
by  Marquette,  starting  in  1909. 

Patrons  of  Milwaukee  County  stadium  remember  the  Warriors.  They  remember 
the  last  attempt  to  bring  Marquette  back  into  the  big  time. 

Liz  Blackbourn  remembers  the  Warriors.  He  remembers  the  last  good  season 
Marquette  had  in  1953,  when  under  his  coaching  they  finished  with  a  6-3-1  record. 
He  remembers  leaving  to  coach  the  Green  Bay  Packers  and  coming  back  in  1958 
to  find  Warrior  football  fortunes  at  an  all  time  low.  He  remembers  the  announce- 
ment on  Dec.  9  that  Marquette  had  dropped  intercollegiate  football  from  its  ath- 
letic program.

Marquette  23  —  Vilianova  13 

Sept.  17,  1960 — Marquette's  War- 
riors thrilled  15,400  opening  night  fans 
at  M.U.  Stadium.  They  downed  Vil- 
ianova, 23-13.  The  Wildcats  ran  up 
more  total  yardage,  but  the  Warriors 
had  a  226-216  yard  edge  on  the 
ground. 

Scoring  drives  of  68  and  99  yards 
gave  Marquette  a  14-0  lead  at  the  half. 
They  picked  up  two  points  on  a  safety 
early  in  the  fourth  quarter  and  then, 
with  Vilianova  threatening,  Denny  Fer- 
riter  intercepted  a  pass  on  the  Wild- 
cat 30.  Bob  Collins  later  popped  over 
left  tackle  for  the  clincher. 

Dave  Theisen,  sophomore  halfback, 
lived  up  to  pre-season  expectations. 
He  ripped  off  107  yards  in  13  carries.

Sept.  24,  1960 — Marquette  showed 
a  stout  defense  and  an  inconsistent 
but  powerful  offense  in  shutting  out 
the  Bengal  Tigers.  The  Warriors  al- 
lowed only  228  yards,  including  98  on 
the  ground.  They  recovered  two  COP 
fumbles  and  intercepted  two  passes. 

Several  limes  the  Warriors  moved 
deep  into  Tiger  territory  only  to  be 
stopped  by  a  fumble  or  an  intercep- 
tion. Captain  Denny  Ferriter  scored 
Marquette's  second  TD  when  he 
grabbed  quarterback  Bob  V  a  n  d  e  r 
Wall's  pass  on  the  Marquette  34  and 
raced  down  the  field  66  yards  for  the 
score. 

Improved  passing  by  Bill  Johnson 
and  Terry  Zang  along  with  a  strong 
rushing  attack  led  by  Mike  Shea  and 
Dave  Theisen  sparked  the  win. 


Wisconsin  35  —  Marquette  6 

Oct.  1.  1960 — Marquette's  five -game 
winning  streak  ended  when  Wiscon- 
sin's Badgers  downed  the  Warriors 
35-6,  before  51,553  fans  at  Camp 
Randall  Stadium.  Three  Badger  inter- 
ceptions, two  of  them  turned  into 
touchdowns,  accounted  for  Wiscon- 
sin's principle  tallies. 

Both  coaches  agreed  that  the  score 
did  not  show  how  bitterly  contested 
the  game  was.  Marquette  was  no  patsy. 
The  Warriors  penetrated  Wisconsin 
territory  twice  in  the  first  quarter,  once 
traveling  to  the  14-yard  line  on  a  54- 
yard  drive.  Wisconsin's  head  coach, 
Milt  Bruhn,  said,  "Marquette's  team 
was  head  and  shoulders  above  the 
team  we  played  last  year." 

The  Warriors  outgained  Wisconsin 
rushing,  (121-72),  and  had  more  first 
downs,  (19-12).  Marquette  coach 
Lisle  Blackbourn  said  the  Warriors 
played  strongly  enough,  offensively 
and  defensively,  to  have  won  most 
games. 


Warrior  end  Frank  Lehnen  (88)  made  an  all-out  attempt  to 
block  Jim  Bakken's  kick  for  an  extra  point.  Although  Mar- 
quette outrushed  the  Badgers  offensively,  they  lost  by  a  lop- 
sided score. 
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Indiana  34 — Marquette  8 

Oct.  15,  1960  —  Indiana  was 
bounced  around  in  Big  Ten  play  but 
they  looked  like  champions  against  the 
Warriors. 

The  Hoosiers  normally  porous  de- 
fense stopped  Marquette  cold  until 
late  in  the  fourth  quarter  when  Terry 
Zang  threw  a  55  yard  scoring  pass  to 
Karl  Kassulke. 

Outside  of  this,  the  game  con- 
sisted of  speedy  Indiana  backs  blast- 
ing through  and  around  the  Warrior 
line.  Marquette  did  intercept  three 
Hoosier  passes  but  they  couldn't  make 
anything  of  the  opportunity. 


Cincinnoti  scored  its  first  touchdown  on  a  three  yard  plunge.   The   Bearcats  went 
on  to  score  four  more  TD's  and  pounded  Marquette  33-13.

Marquette  13 — 
Boston  College  12 

Oct.  8,  1960— Undoubtedly,  the 
most  exciting  game  of  the  season  was 
the  battle  with  Boston  College.  The 
Boston  Eagles  mauled  Marquette  from 
one  end  of  the  field  to  the  other  dur- 
ing the  first  three  quarters,  but  the 
Warriors  managed  to  score  in  the  sec- 
ond quarter  after  a  69  yard  drive. 
Boston  scored  their  second  touchdown 
in  the  third  quarter,  but  failed  a 
second  time  in  the  extra  point  attempt. 
With  only  minutes  left,  the  Warriors 
went  41  yards  in  six  plays  to  tie  the 
score  at  12-12.  Ferriter  kicked  the 
extra  point,  and  the  Warriors  downed 
the  Boston  Eagles  13-12  for  the  first 
time  since  1932.

Oct.  21,  1960  —  An  old  grad 
named  Art  Guepe  came  back  to  spoil 
Marquette's  homecoming  as  his  Com- 
modores banged  the  Warriors  around 
for  a  23-6  victory. 

Despite  an  abundance  of  home- 
coming spirit  the  Warriors  were  never 
really  in  the  game.  They  lost  the  battle 
of  statistics  by  a  whopping  313-199 
margin  in  total  yardage.  They  fumbled 
twice  and  had  two  passes  intercepted. 

A  crowd  of  17,000,  the  largest 
since  1954,  saw  Vanderbilt  run  up  a 
16-0  margin  before  the  Warriors 
mounted  their  scoring  attack.  The  at- 
tack consisted  of  a  9  yard  touchdown 
pass  from  Bill  Johnston  to  Chuck 
Dreas.

Holy  Cross  20 — Marquette  0 

Oct.  29,  1960— Even  the  long 
awaited  return  of  injured  halfback 
Dave  Theisen  didn't  bolster  the  War- 
rior's sagging  offense  as  the  Crusa- 
ders beat  them  at  Worcester,  Massa- 
chusetts. 

Theisen,  making  his  first  appear- 
ance in  a  game  since  the  Sept.  24th 
game,  gained  only  24  yards  rushing 
and  appeared  somewhat  stale  after  his 
long  layoff.  He  also  fumbled  a  hand- 
off  on  the  Holy  Cross  28  which  gave 
the  Crusaders  the  ball  for  their  initial 
touchdown  drive. 

As  a  team,  Marquette  gained  only 
56  yards  rushing  and  84  yards  pass- 
ing. Joe  Schulte,  who's  main  stock  in 
trade  is  defense,  looked  like  the  War- 
riors' best  passer  as  he  hit  two  for  two 
and  gained  23  yards.  Frank  Lehnen 
had  one  of  his  better  days  at  end, 
picking  off  four  aerials  for  75  yards. 

With  the  offense  sputtering,  Gary 
Podesto  had  a  good  chance  to  show  his 
punting  skill.  He  booted  one  67  yards 
and  wound  up  with  a  37.6  average  in 
10  tries.

Detroit  32  —  Marquette  12 

Nov.  5,  1960 — Marquette's  season- 
long  inability  to  stop  a  rollout  pass  was 
a  big  factor  in  their  32-12  drubbing  at 
the  hands  of  Detroit.  The  Titans  gained 
203  yards  through  the  airlanes  while 
the  Warriors,  with  three  different  quar- 
terbacks, managed  only  70. 

Coach  Lisle  Blackbourn  said  that 
the  Warrior  passers  were  hindered  by 
extremely  passive  blockers.  Statistics 
showed  that  the  three  quarterbacks 
gained  a  total  of  minus  23  yards  rush- 
ing. 

Mike  Koehler  led  the  feeble  run- 
ning attack  with  50  yards  in  13  carries.

Football  players  played  football.  Big 
ones,  fat  ones,  tall  ones,  bandaged  ones, 
limping  ones,  smart  ones  and  stupid 
ones.  They  may  have  had  a  shining  hel- 
met and  a  jersey  with  stars  on  it  or  they 
may  have  had  shoes  with  holes  in  them 
and  an  old,  moth-eaten  uniform. 

Some  players  played  every  Satur- 
day of  the  season,  getting  press  clip- 
pings and  fraternity  invitations.  Some 
only  played  in  scrimmages  and  got  dish- 
washing jobs. 

Coaches  played  tootball.  They  sat 
up  till  3  o'clock  in  the  morning,  figur- 
ing out  the  best  defense  against  the 
split-T  formation.

Unfortunately  a  promising  1960  freshmen  football 
team  will  not  get  a  chance  to  prove  their  mettle  on  a 
Marquette  varsity  squad  next  year. 

Among  the  better  prospects  on  the  team  were  quar- 
terbacks Tom  Connelly  and  Mike  Rieder  along  with 
backs  Kenny  Brown,  Willy  King  and  Dave  Kopay.  Good 
size  and  speed  highlighted  the  end  position  headed  by 
Fred  Reherman  and  Bruce  Smith.  Jack  Failla,  although 
hampered  by  injury  during  the  first  weeks  of  practice, 
was  considered  fast  and  a  good  receiver.  The  line  was  big 
and  strong,  although  somewhat  lacking  depth  at  the 
tackles.  Ken  Lehmann,  George  Blanchard,  Hollis  Buell 
and  Dick  Herzing  were  chief  contenders  at  center.  Con- 
verted backs  Jim  Baffico  and  George  Hartman  were 
standouts  at  the  guards,  as  were  Ed  Flynn  and  Karl 
Stanizek  at  the  tackle  positions. 

The  freshmen  team  was  guided  through  the  season 
by  former  Warrior  players  Bill  Bartholomew,  Tony  Na- 
polet and  Tim  Zhulkie. 

The  frosh  scrimmaged  the  varsity  four  times,  losing 
on  each  occasion;  but  as  Napolet  pointed  out,  the  fresh- 
men had  the  problem  of  learning  the  Marquette  winged 
and  slot-T  offensive  patterns  which  are  more  complicated 
than  the  straight-T  employed  in  most  high  schools.

Wisconsin  55  —  Marquette  51 

Dec.  10,  1960 — After  two  decisive  vic- 
tories in  their  first  two  starts,  the  Warriors 
traveled  to  Madison  where  they  lost  a  heart- 
breaking game  in  the  56-year  rivalry,  55-51. 
It  was  the  first  M.U.  loss  to  Wisconsin  since 
1953.  Although  they  shot  a  poor  29.9% 
while  Wisconsin  hit  on  38.9%,  the  Warriors' 
overall  play  was  generally  good.  One  big 
factor  in  the  loss  was  Don  Kojis'  inability  to 
score.  He  was  held  to  8  points  for  the  entire 
game. 


Marquette  83  —  Wichita  79 

Dec.  13,  1960 — The  fourth  game  of 
Marquette's  1960-61  season  was  played  in 
the  arena  where  Marquette  upset  Wichita, 
83-79.  Although  the  Shockers  were  the  taller 
and  more  experienced,  the  Warriors  were 
able  to  come  from  behind  in  the  second  half, 
sparked  by  Don  Kojis'  25  points  and  Dick 
Nixon's  extraordinary  ball  handling.  The 
Warriors  trailed  by  13  points,  17-4,  in  the 
opening  minutes  of  the  game,  but  hit  on 
44%  of  their  field  goal  attempts  to  their 
opponents'  41.9%. 


Marquette  107  —  North  Dakota  68 

Dec.  3,  1960 — The  Marquette  Warriors, 
sporting  a  13-12  record  in  1959-60.  opened 
their  1960  basketball  season  at  the  Arena 
in  a  record  setting  victory  over  North  Dako- 
ta, 107-68.  Don  Kojis,  6'5"  senior,  sparked 
the  Warrior  quintet  with  38  points  before 
a  6,630  opening  night  audience.  While 
North  Dakota  hit  on  42.4%  of  its  shots  com- 
pared to  Marquette's  37.4%,  the  Sioux  were 
unable  to  stop  the  fast  breaking  Warrior 
squad.  The  Warriors'  107  points  broke  the 
previous  Arena  high  of  100  set  by  the  1955 
Marquette  hoopsters. 


Marquette  99  —  U.W.M.  63 

Dec.  6,  1960 — The  Warriors"  second 
game  of  the  season  saw  the  Cardinals  from 
the  University  of  Wisconsin-Milwaukee  on 
the  short  end  of  a  99-63  final  tally.  Don 
Kojis,  ail-American  contender,  scored  28 
points  as  the  Marquette  team  shot  45%  to 
U.W.M.'s  31%.  The  inability  to  match 
Marquette  in  height  and  in  reserve  strength 
was  the  main  cause  of  the  Cardinals'  loss. 


Off  on  a  rampage  with  the  basketball,  Guard  Dick  Nixon 
outflonked  the  Iowa  State  defensive  wall.  Senior  Don  Kojis 
snared  23  rebounds  and  scored  23  points  in  the  70-62  Mar- 
quette win. 


Completing  the  arch  of  his 
over-the-head  j  u  m  p-s  hot, 
Ron  Closer  scored  two 
points  from  the  field  against 
Iowa  State. 


Marquette  96  —  Illinois  87 

Dec.  17,  1960 — In  another  "come  from 
behind"  victory,  the  Warriors  thrilled  8,440 
Arena  fans  by  downing  Illinois,  96-87.  Don 
Kojis  led  the  attack  with  24  points,  but 
Coach  Ed  Hickey  had  high  praise  for  his 
sophomores.  Ron  Glaser  scored  22  points 
and  Bob  Hornak  and  Lee  Borowski  also 
added  key  baskets.  With  five  minutes  left  in 
the  game,  the  Warriors  changed  from  a  fast 
breaking  game  to  a  careful  ball  control 
game.  The  Warriors  shot  a  fantastic  70% 
in  the  second  half,  and  49%  for  the  entire 
game  to  Illinois'  38% . 


Marquette  70  —  Iowa  State  62 

Dec.  20,  1960— Led  by  husky  Don  Ko- 
jis' 23  points  and  23  rebounds,  Marquette 
spurted  to  a  41-28  halftime  lead  over  Iowa 
State  and  went  on  to  whip  the  Cyclones, 
70-62.  The  7,895  Arena  fans  saw  Iowa's 
6"7"  average  front  line  fail  to  block  Mar- 
quette's passes  and  shots  as  the  Warriors  hit 
on  38%  of  their  field  goal  efforts.  Ron 
Glaser  again  gave  the  Warriors  a  big  assist 
on  ofi^ense.  He  dropped  in  16  points,  second 
to  Kojis.  Lee  Borowski  had  nine  rebounds 
and  13  points. 
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Back  to  bock  with  a  Wichita  defender,  Ron  Glaser  went  after  a  rebound.  He  was 
assisted  a  moment  later  by  Jay  Dolezal  end  Bob  Hornak.  Glaser  scored  20  points 
in  the  83-79  Warrior  victory. 


De  Paul  81  —  Marquette  78 

Dec.  23,  1960 — Marquette  lost  a  tight 
overtime  battle  at  Alumni  Hall  when  eight 
DePaul  charity  tosses  and  a  field  goal  ofl:set 
three  Warrior  buckets  and  a  free  throw  in 
the  extra  session.  Marquette  had  rallied  from 
a  58-48  deficit  with  little  more  than  six  min- 
utes remaining  in  regulation  play  to  tie  the 
score  at  71  apiece.  DePaul's  Howie  Carl  set 
an  Alumni  Hall  scoring  record  with  43 
points,  including  19  straight  free  throws. 
Dave  Erickson  with  20  points  and  Kojis 
with  17  led  the  Warrior  attack. 

Marquette  83  —  Loyola  71 

Jan.  4,  1961 — The  Warriors  opened  the 
new  year  in  fine  style  as  they  downed  scrappy 
Loyola  of  Chicago  at  the  Arena  with  some 
excellent  shooting  and  superior  rebounding. 
Kojis  led  the  Marquette  scoring  parade  with 
25  points.  The  Warriors  outrebounded  the 
Ramblers  57-38  with  Kojis  grabbing  off  24. 
Len  Jefferson,  a  surprise  starter,  played  a 
good  defensive  game  and  scored  seven 
points. 
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Marquette  91  —  Wake  Forest  83 

Dec.  29,  1960 — "I  would  like  to  see  those 
kids  play  when  they're  seniors,"  said  one  vet- 
eran sports  announcer  after  watching  the 
Warriors,  playing  with  four  sophomores  and 
senior  Don  Kojis,  upset  defending  champion 
Wake  Forest  91-83  in  the  first  round  of  the 
Dixie  Classic  at  Raleigh,  N.C. 

Even  though  the  Tribe  lost  their  next  two 
games  in  the  holiday  tourney,  they  left  to- 
bacco country  tagged  by  many  as  the  Cinder- 
ella kids.  The  Wake  Forest  victory  alone  sold 
Ed  Hickey's  players  to  the  12,400  fans 
jammed  into  Reynolds  Coliseum. 

Marquette  riddled  a  tight  Deacon  defense 
by  pumping  in  64%  of  their  shots  from  the 
floor.  The  Warriors  also  outrebounded  the 
taller  and  huskier  Deacons,  56-49.  Sopho- 
more Ron  Glaser  connected  on  1 1  of  15  field 
goals  and  added  seven  free  throws  to  lead  all 
scorers  in  the  first  round  of  action. 

"We  figured  we  had  to  stop  Kojis,  Glaser 
and  Erickson,"  Horace  "Bones"  McKinney, 
Wake  Forest  coach,  said  after  the  game. 
"They  did  a  better  job  on  the  boards  than  our 
scouting  report  showed."

Dec.  30,  1960 — The  Warrior  princes  lost 
their  gallant  bid  for  the  Classic  cup  24  hours 
later  when  they  encountered  the  Duke  Blue 
Devils.  Coach  Ed  Hickey  summed  up  the  86- 
73  loss  very  succinctly.  "Our  boys  were  never 
able  to  get  control  of  the  game  and  settle 
down,"  he  said.  "I  thought  we  would  win 
when  we  pulled  ahead,  but  I'm  proud  of  the 
sophomores.  We  were  licked  by  a  great 
team." 

From  the  opening  minutes  the  Warriors 
whittled  away  at  four  and  five  point  Duke 
leads  and  it  wasn't  until  11:21  remained  in 
the  game,  when  Len  Jefferson  sank  a  15  foot 
jump  shot,  that  the  Warriors  led,  56-54.  But 
the  Blue  Devils,  led  by  Art  Heyman  enroute 
to  a  29  point  performance,  tallied  12  straight 
points  before  the  Warriors  pushed  one 
through  the  netting  again.  The  Warriors  then 
faced  Villanova  for  third  place  in  the  eight 
team  meet.

Villanova  75  —  Marquette  70 

Dec.  31,1 960 — Both  Marquette  and  Vil- 
lanova were  tired  but  the  Warriors  proved  to 
be  more  so  and  dropped  consolation  honors 
to  the  scrappy  Wildcats,  75-70.  The  Tribe, 
shooting  at  a  26%  clip,  continually  fell  into 
scoring  lapses  and  found  themselves  behind 
37-27  at  half  time.  The  Warriors  rallied  in  the 
second  half  to  tie  the  score  at  47-47,  but  an- 
other Villanova  scoring  splurge  sounded  the 
death  knell  for  Ed  Hickey's  team. 

Don  Kojis  and  Ron  Glaser  were  named 
to  the  all-tourney  second  team  by  the  press, 
radio  and  publicitors. 
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Ron  Closer  fought  for  a  rebound  in  the  Creigh- 
ton  game. 


Marquette  89  —  Creighton  64 

Jan.  14,  1961 — A  58-point  second  half, 
featuring  a  successful  fast  break,  helped  the 
Warriors  whirl  past  the  Creighton  Bluejays, 
89-64,  at  the  Arena.  Creighton  enjoyed  a 
40-31  lead  at  the  half,  but  a  second  half 
spurt  led  by  Don  Kojis  and  Ron  Glaser 
buried  the  Bluejays'  hopes  for  an  upset.  Ko- 
jis topped  all  scorers  with  29  points,  in  ad- 
dition to  pulling  down  26  rebounds,  one 
short  of  the  school  record. 


Bradley  84  —  Marquette  68 

Jan.  28,  1961 — Marquette  battled  the 
third  ranked  Bradley  Braves  on  even  terms 
for  thirty  minutes  before  they  succumbed  to 
the  Braves'  devastating  fast  break.  It  was 
the  46th  straight  home  court  victory  for 
Bradley.  A  national  television  audience  saw 
Don  Kojis,  Dick  Nixon  and  Dave  Erickson 
battle  Bradley  to  a  36-35  halftime  score, 
Bradley's  favor.  But  then  the  Braves'  jump- 
ing jack  foursome  of  Chet  Walker,  Tim  Rob- 
inson, Al  Saunders  and  Mack  Herndon  took 
charge.  Walker  was  high  scorer  with  21 
points.  Kojis  led  Marquette  with  20. 


Louisville  84  —  Marquette  63 

Jan.  7,  1961 — A  hot  shooting  Louisville 
team  downed  Marquette  before  10,915  fans, 
the  largest  Arena  crowd  of  the  season.  The 
Cardinals  hit  on  54%  of  their  shots  to  the 
Warriors'  28%.  Coach  Ed  Hickey  described 
the  game  as  a  "Jekyl-Hyde"  exhibition,  stat- 
ing that  the  Warriors  played  well  in  the  first 
half  but  fell  apart  in  the  second.  Marquette 
trailed  the  nation's  fourth-ranked  quintet  34- 
31  at  the  half,  but  wild  passing  and  poor 
shooting  by  the  Warriors  in  the  second  half 
enabled  the  Cardinals  to  breeze  to  their  13th 
straight  victory.  John  Turner  led  the  opposi- 
tion with  31  points.  Don  Kojis  was  high  man 
for  the  Warriors  with  21  points. 


Marquette  85  —  Detroit  63 

Jan.  10,  1961 — Marquette  hit  a  "top 
twenty"  Detroit  team  with  a  barrage  of  early 
baskets  and  went  on  to  mutilate  the  Titans 
85-63  at  Detroit.  Accuracy  from  the  charity 
line  enabled  the  Warriors  to  enlarge  a  40-21 
halftime  lead  to  a  22  point  final  mar- 
gin. They  dropped  in  19  out  of  21  free 
throws  in  the  second  half.  High  scorers  for 
Marquette  were  Ron  Glaser,  Dick  Nixon 
and  Don  Kojis  with  21,  20  and  18  points, 
respectively.  Titan  scoring  aces  Dave  De- 
Busschere  and  Charlie  North  hit  for  23  and 
19  points. 


Bob  Hornak,  6-4  forward. 
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St.  Bonaventure  92  —  Marquette  63 

Jan.  31,  1961 — St.  Bonaventure,  ranked 
second  in  the  nation,  downed  Marquette  92- 
63  at  the  Arena.  The  Warriors  held  up  well 
during  the  first  half,  trailing  only  40-36  at 
the  mid-point,  but  just  couldn't  keep  up  with 
the  powerful  Bonnies  during  the  second  half. 

All-Anierican  Tom  Stith  had  41  points 
and  teammates  Crawford  and  Martin  had  24 
points.  Don  Kojis  was  high  for  Marquette 
with  12  points.  Len  Jefferson  hit  for  11 
points.  Bob  Hornak  had  10,  and  Erickson, 
Nixon  and  Glaser  each  had  8. 


Marquette  87  —  DePaul  64 

Feb.  8,  1961 — Marquette  needed  a 
strong  second  half  comeback  to  defeat  a 
stubborn  DePaul  quintet,  87-64  at  the 
Arena.  Consistent  rebounding  and  balanced 
scoring  were  the  keys  to  victory.  The  War- 
riors outrebounded  DePaul  63-46,  with  Don 
Kojis  capturing  26.  He  also  contributed  24 
points,  followed  by  Dave  Erickson  with  12 
and  Bob  Hornak  with  10.  Howie  Carl  led 
DePaul  scoring  with  29  points.

Feb.  11,  1961 — Marquette's  sophomore 
studded  squad  remained  oblivious  to  pres- 
sure as  they  sank  13  of  17  free  throws  in  an 
overtime  battle  at  Cincinnati.  The  88-79 
Warrior  victory  over  a  veteran  Xavier  team 
featured  strong  second  half  performances  by 
Don  Kojis  and  Bob  Hornak.  Kojis  fired  in 
14  of  his  23  points  in  the  last  20  minutes 
and  Hornak  dropped  in  11  of  his  total  1 5 
in  the  second  stanza.  Xavier's  Jack  Thobe 
scored  24  points  to  take  scoring  honors  for 
both  teams. 


Loyola  81  —  Marquette  78 

Feb.  14,  1961 — Loyola  proved  to  be  a 
little  too  much  for  the  Warriors,  edging  them 
out  81-78  at  Chicago  Stadium.  The  game 
went  along  at  an  even  pace  until  the  last  few 
minutes.  Ron  Glaser  scored  on  a  layup,  mak- 
ing the  score  78-77.  With  39  seconds  remain- 
ing, Loyola's  Mike  Gavin  hit  on  a  jumper. 
The  Warriors  had  a  chance  to  go  ahead 
when  Don  Kojis  was  fouled,  but  he  failed 
to  make  the  free  throw.  With  the  score  at 
80-78,  the  Ramblers"  Jim  Mini  sank  a  free 
throw  to  end  the  game. 

High  point  man  was  Loyola's  Jerry 
Harkness  with  26  points.  For  Marquette,  it 
was  Kojis,  Nixon,  Glaser  and  Jefferson  with 
20,  15,  13  and  12  points,  respectively. 


Marquette  72  —  Air  Force  63 

Feb.  18,  1961— Warrior  height  ac- 
counted for  a  72-63  victory  over  the  Air 
Force  Academy  in  Colorado  Springs.  Don 
Kojis,  6'5",  Dave  Erickson,  6"7"',  Bob  Hor- 
nak,  6'4",  and  Len  Jefferson,  6'8"  scored 
80%  of  Marquette's  points  and  were  re- 
sponsible for  an  impressive  55-31  rebound 
bulge.  Kojis,  high  point  man  with  24,  sur- 
passed the  Marquette  lifetime  scoring  record 
of  1,355  set  in  1959  by  Mike  Moran.  Erick- 
son dropped  in  10  field  goals,  setting  a  per- 
sonal game  high  of  22  points. 


St.  John's  85  —  Marquette  69 

Feb.  23,  1961— Nationally  ranked  St. 
John's  dealt  a  decisive  85-69  defeat  to 
the  Warriors  in  New  York's  Madison  Square 
Garden.  After  Bob  Hornak  dropped  in  a 
jump  shot  to  give  Marquette  the  opening 
lead,  St.  John's  took  a  3-2  lead  it  never 
relinquished.  It  was  a  case  of  an  ice  cold 
team  battling  a  red  hot  one.  AU-American 
Tony  Jackson  and  LeRoy  Ellis  led  the  Red- 
men  to  a  45-23  halftime  lead  and  continued 
their  rapid-fire  point  production  in  the  sec- 
ond half. 


Marquette  74  —  Drake  72 

Feb.  28,  1961 — Marquette  staved  off  a 
torrid  Drake  rally  to  defeat  the  Bulldogs, 
74-72,  at  the  Arena.  A  lapse  in  the  early 
moments  of  the  second  half  hurt  the  Bull- 
dogs. Not  until  Marquette  had  increased 
its  38-35  halftime  lead  to  69-52  did  the 
visitors  catch  fire.  They  cut  a  17-point  War- 
rior lead  to  two  points  and  had  a  chance 
to  send  the  tussle  into  overtime,  but  a 
desperation  shot  missed  its  mark.  Ron 
Glaser  returned  to  early  season  form,  scor- 
ing 22  points.  Don  Kojis  had  20  and  Dave 
Erickson  popped  in  14. 


Marquette  85  —  Detroit  69 

March  4,  1961 — Marquette  outshot,  out- 
rebounded  and  outplayed  a  good  Detroit 
team  for  the  second  time  this  season  when 
it  handed  the  Titans  an  85-69  thrashing  be- 
fore 9,035  Arena  fans.  A  tight  first  half 
ended  with  the  Warriors  enjoying  a  43-41 
lead.  The  second  half  saw  the  Warriors 
jump  to  a  15  point  lead  at  61-46.  The 
Titans  were  hampered  by  fouls  in  the  sec- 
ond stanza  through  the  loss  of  their  scoring 
aces,  Charlie  North  and  Dave  DeBusschere. 
Marquette  scoring  kingpin,  Don  Kojis,  col- 
lected 27  points  and  19  rebounds  to  lead 
both  teams. 


In  spite  of  6'9"  St.  Bonaventure  center,  Bob  McCully,  Don  Kojis  drove 
under  the  basket  for  a  layup.  Kojis  overoged  21.7  points  and  17.4  re- 
bounds per  gome. 
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Louisrille  75  —  Marquette  50 

March  6,  1961 — Marquette  got  only 
17  points  in  the  first  half  as  it  fell  be- 
fore Louisville,  75-50,  in  a  battle  of 
NCAA  tournament  bound  teams.  John 
Turner,  the  most  murderous  Cardinal 
on  offense,  could  have  handled  the 
Warriors  by  himself  in  the  first  half. 
He  tallied  17  points  to  match  the  en- 
tire Marquette  output.  Turner  finished 
with  25  points.  The  Warriors  were 
held  to  50  field  goal  attempts,  about 
30  less  than  average. 

Marquette  77  —  Xavier  74 

March  9,  1961 — Don  Kojis  made 
his  last  Arena  appearance  an  unfor- 
gettable one  as  he  powered  his  War- 
rior teammates  to  an  aggressive  77-74 
comeback  victory  over  Xavier.  The 
6"5"  senior  provided  almost  half  of 
his  team's  points  and  rebounds  and 
more  than  half  of  its  spark.  His  29 
points  broke  the  Marquette  season 
scoring  record,  adding  another  mark 
to  a  Warrior  record  book  he  already 
monopolizes.  The  first  half  was  all 
Xavier,  the  Musketeers  leading  at  the 
intermission  point,  43-28.  But  a  siz- 
zling second  half,  led  by  Kojis,  Ron 
Glaser  and  Bob  Hornak.  wiped  out  the 
deficit  and  provided  the  Warriors  with 
one  of  their  most  excitina  victories. 


Marquette  88  —  Kentucky  72 

March  11,  1961— The  Kentucky 
Wildcats  suffered  their  worst  defeat 
of  the  season,  88-72,  at  the  hands  of 
the  Marquette  Warriors  at  Chicago 
Stadium.  The  defeat  stopped  a  Ken- 
tucky win  streak  at  10  games.  High 
scorer  for  the  game  was  guard  Ron 
Glaser,  who  hit  his  long  stretching 
jump  shot  with  great  accuracy.  He 
scored  24  points.  Don  Kojis  grabbed 
22  rebounds  and  scored  21  points. 

Houston  77  —  Marquette  61 

March  15,  1961— A  16-10  season 
record  brought  the  Warriors  a  bid  to 
the  NCAA,  but  a  strong  Houston 
team  ended  any  hopes  Marquette 
might  have  had  for  tournament  glory. 
Marquette  suffered  through  several 
cold  spells  that  had  plagued  them 
throughout  the  season  and  the  result 
was  a  77-61  victory  for  Houston.  Mar- 
quette didn't  score  a  basket  until  the 
game  was  six  minutes  old  and  had  only 
seven  points  on  the  scoreboard  with 
eight  minutes  left  in  the  half.  It  was 
42-18  at  the  intermission  point. 


Don  Kojis 

It  is  fitting  to  end  the  basketball 
section  with  a  pictorial  salute  to  Don 
Kojis  who  supplied  much  of  the  season's 
excitement.  During  his  three  varsity 
seasons  at  Marquette  he  broke  eight 
MU  records:  most  points  in  three  sea- 
sons, 1,504;  most  points  in  one  season 
(60-61),  578;  most  field  goals  in  three 
seasons,  603;  most  field  goals  in  one 
season,  232;  most  rebounds  in  three 
seasons,  1,222;  most  rebounds  in  one 
season,  462;  and  highest  scoring  aver- 
age in  one  season,  21.4.  Kojis  is  shown 
below  from  left;  going  for  a  jump  shot 
against  UWM,  taking  a  water  break, 
and  coming  off  the  floor  from  his  last 
home  game  (Xavier)  to  be  congratu- 
lated by  coach  Hickey.

Because  all  positions  are  going  to 
be  wide  open  on  the  1961  Varsity 
basketball  team,  Coach  Ed  Hickey  has 
closely  watched  the  1960  frosh  cage- 
men  under  the  direction  of  freshman 
coach,  Jim  Smith.  The  two  best  pros- 
pects are  seen  in  6'6"  forward,  Dave 
Culver  and  6'8"  center,  Willie  Kings- 
ley,  who  are  both  outstanding  re- 
bounders.  This  year's  freshman  squad 
finished  up  with  an  8-4  record,  and 
placed  five  men  in  the  double  figures. 
They  were  Pete  Vanderhyden,  13.9; 
Dave  Culver,  13.4;  Willie  Kingsley, 
13.2;  Jim  Paulson,  10.4;  and  LeRoy 
Weyenberg,  10.3. 

Next  year's  probable  starting  line- 
up, as  stated  by  Coach  Hickey,  will  be 
selected  from  Dick  Nixon,  Ron  Glaser, 
Bob  Hornak,  Len  Jefferson,  and  Dave 
Erickson.  The  only  starter  lost  this  year 
by  graduation  was  the  well  known 
#44,  Don  Kojis.  This  loss  of  course 
leaves  a  gap  in  the  Warrior  squad,  of- 
fensively and  defensively — a  gap  that 
will  be  quite  hard  to  fill.  The  frosh  of 
'60  are  the  Warriors'  biggest  hope.

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Marquette  Track  History 


The  Marquette  track  legacy,  affluent  both  in  its  great 
meets  and  great  performers,  passed  into  oblivion  with  the 
close  of  the  1961  outdoor  season. 

The  current  multi-million  dollar  expansion  program  and 
the  athletic  financial  deficit  have  joined  to  make  the  1961 
track  chapter  the  final  one. 

Foremost  in  the  long  line  of  distinguished  cinder  men 
at  MU  has  been  Conrad  M.  Jennings,  track  originator  in 
1922  and  coach  through  1945.  Under  his  patient  tutelage, 
Marquette  track  blossomed  from  a  mere  phantasm  into  per- 
haps the  outstanding  sport  in  the  school's  history. 

The  first  full  fledged  Marquette  track  star  was  Melvin 
'"Bus"  Shimek,  two  miler  par  excellence.  Running  from 
1924-27  for  the  Blue  and  Gold,  Shimek  won  the  Big  Ten 
and  National  Collegiate  titles  and  suffered  only  one  loss. 
He  stayed  on  at  MU  after  his  graduation,  serving  as  assistant 
coach.  In  1946,  he  replaced  Jennings  as  head  coach  and 
held  that  position  through  this  year. 

Jennings.  Knute  Rockne  of  Notre  Dame  and  Ralph 
Voung  of  Michigan  State  formed  the  Central  Collegiate  Con- 
ference track  and  field  championships  in  1925,  and  they 
have  been  held  every  year  since.  The  CCC  has  come  to  be 
one  of  the  hallmarks  of  Marquette  track.  The  entries  rose 
from  four  in  1925  to  a  record  59  in  195 1 . 

Hilltop  track  stock  soared  again  in  1931  when  Jennings" 
stellar  medley  relay  team  set  a  world  record  in  the  Hamilton, 
Ont.,  International  meet.  Against  New  York  university  and 
a  hand-picked  Canadian  team.  John  Sisk,  Fred  Sweeney, 
Pete  Walter  and  Jack  Walter  bettered  the  existing  record 
by  more  than  a  second  with  their  10:26.0.  The  foursome 
went  undefeated  that  season,  winning  five  relay  races  plus 
a  number  of  dual  meets. 

Ralph  Metcalfe,  Marquette's  and  for  a  time  the  world's 
finest  printer,  began  his  illustrious  collegiate  career  in  1932. 
Metcalfe's  rise  to  fame  was  meteoric,  and  his  success  also 
focused  light  on  Marquette. 


Metcalfe  was  the  national  champion  in  the  100  and 
220  yard  and  equivalent  metrical  races  from  his  sophomore 
through  his  senior  year,  and  he  set  every  Marquette  record 
in  the  sprints.  He  was  second  in  the  1932  and  1936  Olym- 
pics in  the  100  meters,  losing  both  races  by  narrow  margins. 

In  his  tenure  at  Marquette,  the  Negro  speedster,  known 
as  "The  World's  Fastest  Human,"  equaled  or  lowered  the 
world  mark  in  the  40,  60,  100  and  220  straight-away  and 
the  220  curve  sprints  and  in  the  70,  100  and  200  meter 
events. 

In  1934,  Marquette  sponsored  its  first  national  AAU 
championships.  The  honor  of  sponsorship  was  repeated  in 
1937  and  1948.  Marquette  was  also  chosen  to  host  the  1936 
Midwest  Olympic  trials,  the  1936  Olympic  decathlon  try- 
outs,  and  the  1944  and  1945  NCAA  championship  meet. 

Coach  Jennings  turned  out  one  of  the  better  teams  in 
1939-41  when  the  Hilltoppers  aligned  15  successive  dual 
meet  victories.  Weighty  contributions  in  this  era  were  made 
by  Edward  Burke,  a  high  jumper,  who  reached  6'lOVi" 
on  one  occasion  in  Madison  Square  Garden  for  a  world's 
indoor  record. 

Shimek  was  promoted  to  head  coach  when  Jennings 
became  athletic  director  in  1946,  and  one  of  Shimek's  first 
successful  proteges  was  Kenny  Wiesner.  A  consistent  6'8" 
high  jumper,  Wiesner  went  on  and  placed  second  in  the 
1952  Olympic  games  at  Helsinki. 

Marquette  had  won  its  own  Central  Collegiate  just  once 
( 1940),  but  they  made  up  for  this  showing  by  taking  first 
place  both  in  1951  and  1953.  Instrumental  in  these  victories 
was  Bobby  Allen,  a  two  miler  whose  best  time  was  9:27.7 
and  high  and  broad  jumper  John  Bennett. 

The  legacy  being  left  by  the  Marquette  trackmen  is  in- 
deed a  handsome  one,  one  in  which  the  athletes  and  their 
coaches,  Conrad  M.  Jennings  and  Melvin  "Bus"  Shimek, 
may  well  take  pride.

Terry  Evans  turned 
in  a  snappy  1:56.6  half-mile  to  cap- 
ture first  place  in  that  event  while  the 
mile  relay  team  of  Bob  Lott,  Bo 
Viragh,  Roger  Van  Scotter  and  Bob 
Schaefer  won  their  event  in  3:29.2. 

Marquette  finished  fourth  in  the 
Central  Collegiate  track  and  field  meet 
on  Feb.  25.  The  Warriors  picked  up 
only  two  firsts  at  this  meet,  Verbick 
vaulting  14-5Vi  and  Terry  Evans  win- 
ning the  880.

He  capped  his  tenure  at  Marquette  by  winning  the 
117-pound  division  championship  at  the  Interstate  In- 
tercollegiate Interscholastic  Invitational  tourney  in 
Cleveland,  Ohio.  Finlay  also  won  the  state  title  in  the 
123-pound  class. 

The  only  losses  incurred  by  the  Warriors  were  to 
Luther  and  the  University  of  Chicago,  while  they 
dumped  UWM,  Bradley,  Loras,  Notre  Dame,  Carroll, 
Central  State  college  and  were  also  awarded  a  forfeit 
win  over  UWM. 

Credited  with  shaping  the  fine  record  were  Pat 
Gaeta,  Terry  Prueher,  Norm  Merz,  Jerry  Rusnak,  Bill 
Tessler  and  Jim  Trompeter.

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SPIRIT 

OF 
MARQUETTE 


The  friendly  atmosphere  surrounding  Marquette  is  formed  by 
people — over  10,000  of  them — representing  every  corner  of  the  world. 
Their  varied  associations,  activities,  beliefs  and  backgrounds  combine 
to  build  the  "spirit"  of  Marquette.  The  spirit  is,  of  course,  as  impossible 
to  define  as  the  many  individuals  who  create  it.  However,  the  following 
section  attempts  to  describe  the  whole  by  a  pictorial  glimpse  of  three 
of  the  parts :  a  liberal  arts  student  who  voices  his  attitudes  toward  study, 
activities,  and  the  people  around  him;  a  lay  professor  with  a  bent  for 
blarney  and  serious  ideas  about  progressive  education;  and  a  Jesuit 
priest  who  is  a  master  of  the  kitchen  as  well  as  the  confessional. 

This  section  attempts  to  reflect  three  campus  personalities — three 
contributions  to  the  spirit  of  Marquette. 
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HE  WORLD  OF  A  Marquettc  male  is  filled  with 
many  interests;  classes,  the  Union,  fraternities  and 
dating  are  a  few. 

How  much  time  will  he  devote  to  each  of  these 
activities?  He  is  the  only  one  who  can  reply  to  this 
question  and  upon  his  answer  rests,  not  only  his  own 
future,  but  the  future  of  Marquette  tradition  as  well. 

Jim  Young,  a  liberal  arts  junior  from  Milwaukee, 
offers  his  answer: 

"At  Marquette,  the  individual  can  become  ex- 
actly what  he  wants  to  become,"  he  says.  "He  can 
come  to  college  just  to  learn  or  just  for  a  social  life, 
or  he  can  combine  the  two  satisfactorily.  It's  up  to 
him." 

Jim  plans  to  enter  law  school  at  Marquette  and 
is  majoring  in  history  and  minoring  in  philosophy. 
This  past  year  he  was  president  of  Alpha  Phi  Omega 
service  fraternity  and  has  held  such  positions  as  co- 
chairman  of  the  I960  homecoming  parade. 

Developing  leadership  is  one  of  Jim's  primary 
concerns. 

"A  leader,"  he  says,  "is  somebody  who  can  listen 
to  both  sides  of  an  issue  and  still  make  a  firm  deci- 
sion." 

He  thinks  it  important  that  those  in  authority  be 
strong  enough  to  use  it.  As  fraternity  president,  Jim 
has  often  found  himself  in  situations  where  his  deci- 
sions could  have  lost  him  friends. 

"I  had  to  decide,"  he  recalls.  "This  is  a  hard 
thing  to  do  sometimes." 

Jesuit  instruction  conforms  to  Jim's  idea  of  a 
manly  philosophy. 

"The  Jesuits  don't  pull  punches;  they're  ruggedly 
honest  about  the  truth,"  he  says,  "and  yet  they're 
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"Jesuits  don't  pull  punches  .

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sociable  enough  to  know  how  to  deal  with  people. 
They're  familiar  with  the  world  and  go  to  the  same 
parties  and  activities  that  we  go  to." 

Why  did  Jim  devote  his  time  to  the  job  of  presi- 
dent of  APO?  He  believes  a  fraternity  is  an  import- 
ant aspect  of  a  liberal  education  which  enables  stu- 
dents to  put  their  ideas  to  work. 

"A  service  fraternity  such  as  APO  takes  pride  in 
itself,"  he  says.  "People  are  united  in  a  common 
giving  rather  than  a  common  taking." 

Jim  doesn't  ignore  the  social  facet  of  college  life. 
"Generally,  Marquette  coeds  are  easier  to  converse 
with  than  girls  who  have  not  gone  to  a  coed  college," 
he  says,  "and  the  classroom  competition  the  girls 
offer  makes  them  respected." 

Marquette's  greatest  impression  on  Jim  is  its 
friendliness,  equality  and  cooperation. 

"At  Marquette  everyone  is  accepted  on  one  level. 
There  is  an  immense  combination  of  students  from 
richer  and  poorer  families,"  he  says,  "and  all  of  them 
are  treated  as  equals."

1  HOMAS  P.  Whelan  is  a  professor  of  English 
with  an  impish  grin  and  an  abounding  Gaelic  wit 
who  has  taught  and  delighted  two  generations  of 
Marquette  students. 

In  his  38  years  on  the  Marquette  faculty.  Doctor 
Whelan  has  taught  courses  in  law,  Greek,  Latin, 
English  and  Irish  literature.  Through  the  years  he 
has  maintained  a  downtown  Milwaukee  law  practice. 
A  Who's  Who  in  American  labor  relations.  Doctor 
Whelan  has  had  over  20  years'  experience  in  arbi- 
tration. Presently,  he  teaches  Shakespeare  and  Eng- 
lish survey  courses. 

Doctor  Whelan's  students  are  treated  to  an 
academic  fare  of  learned  literary  criticism,  genial 
good  wit  and,  occasionally,  outright  blarney. 

When  plagued  by  students  who  don't  read  class 
assignments  closely,  Doctor  Whelan  begins  an  in- 
imitable cross-examination. 

"Why  doth  Brutus  bootless  kneel?"  he  rumbles 
in  a  deep  Irish  brogue,  "Poor  Brutus  is  barefoot, 
isn't  that  so?" 

The  unwary  student  agrees  and  when  the  laugh- 
ter dies  down,  he  goes  home  to  study  his  footnotes. 

There  are  occasional  breaks  in  the  class  tedium 
by  outright  tomfoolery.  John  McCormack  records 
played  in  class  is  an  annual  St.  Patrick's  day  ritual. 
One  day,  Doctor  Whelan  arrived  sporting  a  news- 
paper with  a  banner  headline. 

"Have  you  heard  the  news,"  he  shouted. 

The  heading:  "Caesar  Slain  in  Senate." 

Born  in  Shragh,  Ireland,  on  the  banks  of  the 
Shannon,  Doctor  Whelan  was  educated  in  Ireland, 
Scotland  and  Italy.  In  his  youth,  he  and  his  bro- 
thers were  active  in  the  Irish  Republican  army  dur- 
ing that  country's  fight  for  independence  from  Eng- 
land. He  acted  as  a  liaison  officer  in  the  Irish  forces 
and  a  registrar  in  a  Sinn  Fein  court. 

After  his  arrival  in  the  United  States  in  1922, 
he  received  a  master  of  arts  degree  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pittsburgh  and  a  doctor  of  jurisprudence 
degree  from  Marquette  in  1927. 

Doctor  Whelan  takes  genuine  delight  in  his 
Shakespeare  courses. 

"Shakespeare's  greatest  qualities  are  excellence 
of  character  portrayal   and   his   great   poetry,"   he

points  out.  "His  best  main  characters  are  Hamlet, 
King  Lear  and  Falstaff.  Of  course,  you  can't  really 
separate  the  characters  from  the  poetry." 

Doctor  Whelan's  concern  for  his  students  and 
the  learning  process  itself,  has  made  him  critical  of 
secondary  education. 

"Sophomore  students  today  cannot  express 
themselves  as  correctly,  as  easily  and  as  incisively 
as  their  predecessors  years  ago,"  he  says.  "They 
lack  the  proper  literary  and  historical  background." 

"However,"  he  concedes,  "they  usually  catch  up 
by  the  time  they  are  juniors  and  seniors." 

"In  the  high  schools  there's  not  enough  reading 
and  writing  demanded,"  he  says.  "The  discipline  of 
the  classics  is  gone.  The  emphasis  is  on  authors  and 
segments  of  literature  which  may  be  forgotten  after 
a  couple  of  decades.  If  this  trend  continues,  Chaucer, 
Spencer  and  Milton  will  be  as  foreign  to  graduating 
seniors  as  Virgil  and  Horace  are  now." 

Although  Doctor  Whelan  mercilessly  needles  his 
students  into  study,  they  are  his  greatest  teaching 
joy. 

"You  meet  a  number  of  young  ambitious  people 
who  probe,  who  question,  who  take  an  interest  in 
the  arts  and  sciences  for  their  own  sake,"  he  says. 
"Meeting  these  young  people  is  a  compensation  for 
all  the  drudgery  of  teaching."

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JTather  William  McEvoy,  known  to  most  students 
simply  as  "Father  Mac,"  has  many  roles  on  campus. 
Chief  among  them  are  priest,  teacher,  counselor, 
cook,  friend,  solver  of  problems,  interceder  with  au- 
thority and  explainer  to  parents. 

He  can  be  seen  walking  down  Wisconsin  avenue 
at  any  time  of  the  year  with  his  cassock  blowing  in 
the  wind.  Often  called  the  "apostle  of  Wisconsin  ave- 
nue" by  his  admirers,  Fr.  McEvoy  admits  to  over 
600  converts  since  he  came  to  Marquette  in  1947. 
Most  were  students,  particularly  from  the  dental 
school,  the  nucleus  of  his  activities. 

Available  at  all  times  for  counsel  or  confession, 
his  method  is  100%  informal.  He  hears  confessions 
at  his  office  in  the  dental  school. 

"Come  in  and  sit  down,"  he  will  say.  "What  can 
I  do  for  you?" 

Seated,  as  one  friend  casually  talks  to  another, 
the  sacrament  of  penance  is  administered. 

"My  situation  here  demands  informality,"  Fr. 
McEvoy  says.  "The  students  know  they  can  come  in 
at  any  time  and  I  like  the  method  because  it's  ef- 
fective." 


Father  McEvoy  hears  200  confessions  a  week  in 
this  manner. 

As  a  teacher,  he  is  an  assistant  professor  of  ethics 
at  the  dental  school  and  of  theology  in  liberal  arts. 

Asked  what  he  thinks  of  the  modern  student,  he 
answers : 

"They're  a  fine  group  of  youngsters,  but  con- 
trasting them  with  past  students  I  would  want  to 
think  a  long  time  before  answering.  College  is  a 
must  now — society  demands  it.  As  a  result  you  have 
a  large  number  of  people  who  don't  belong  in  col- 
lege. In  my  day  it  was  unheard  of  for  a  student  to 
be  married  in  college.  Times  change." 

An  army  chaplain  from  1943-47,  Fr.  McEvoy 
was  with  the  Military  Police  School  and  spent  most 
of  his  time  in  France  and  Germany.  There  he  worked 
among  American  Disciplinary  barracks  as  well  as 
German  prisoners  of  war. 

"The  Germans  weren't  hesitant  to  come  to  con- 
fession because  they  didn't  think  I  understood  the 
language,"  he  says  jokingly. 

Father  McEvoy  learned  to  cook  as  a  boy  in  Wil- 
liamsburg, Kansas,  when  his  mother  became  ill.  He 
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later  used  the  talent  to  finance  himself  at  Kansas 
State  Teachers  college  and  Kansas  university. 

He  established  the  dental  school  snack  bar  in 
1950.  There  with  a  chef's  hat  perched  on  his  head 
at  a  jaunty  angle,  he  is  still  "king  of  the  kitchen." 
His  specialties  are  steak  dinners,  communion  break- 
fasts, and  Thanksgiving  feasts. 

Just  down  the  hall  from  his  snack  bar  and  office 
is  his  small  chapel.  There  Fr.  McEvoy  says  Mass 
daily,  and  distributes  communion  at  all  hours  of  the 
day.  When  students  approach  him  and  ask  to  go  to 
Communion,  he  obliges  them.  Last  year,  Fr.  McEvoy 
distributed  52,000  consecrated  hosts. 

"Most  of  my  boys  are  from  the  Dental  and  En- 
gineering schools,"  he  says,  "but  they  come  to  me 
from  all  over,  and  when  they're  in  a  pickle,  they 
always  come  to  me."
